After losing their daugh¬ 
ter and sister to a brain 
tumor, Dec. 13 2011, the Hill 
family knew that they want¬ 
ed to honour Kelsey, 13, and 
keep her memory alive. 

"She always stayed so 
strong and we want to make 
sure she isn’t forgotten, or 
that this was for nothing,” 
said her mom Lana. 

Last spring, the Hill fami¬ 
ly went to Toronto for a tap¬ 
ing of the Steven and Chris 
show, sporting their brightly 
coloured Team Kelsey 
T-shirts. 

It was during a commer¬ 
cial break that Steven and 
Chris began to ask them 
what their T-shirts meant. 
After telling the story of 
Kelsey and giving them 
photograph, T-shirts and 
bracelet’s, Steven and Chris 
informed them that they 
would like to have their 
story featured on the show. 

Lana was contacted by 
the show not long after, and 
because the show doesn’t 
do health segments, they 
decided to take the angel of 
a makeover show, where 
Lana would be made over. 

In addition to the make¬ 
over, there will be a video 
on Kelsey that continues to 
spread her legacy. 

“They came to the house 
last Tuesday to do inter¬ 
views and film," said Lana. 
The show sent along their 
supervising lifestyles pro¬ 
ducer, camera man and 


wardrobe person. 

"During the interviews 
they wanted to know more 
about Kelsey,” she said. The 
show asked questions about 
finding out about her ill¬ 
ness, her treatments and 
the day she passed away. 

“She was always so brave 
and courageous. She was 
always worried about every¬ 
one else, before herself,” 
said Lana. 

For Lana, doing the show 
was more about getting 
Kelsey’s story out there, but 
when the producers got to 
the house the told her the 
main focus was on the 
makeover. 

"They told me that I 
deserved pampering. When 
your child is ill you put all 
your focus into them and 
very little on yourself. 
Whether I was aware of it or 
not, I’ve become someone 
that other mom’s can follow 
the lead. Mom’s need to 
remember to take care of 
themselves too,” she said. 

Team Kelsey began in 
September 2010, when 
Kelsey noticed that a walk- 
a-thon was going to make 
place for the Ronald 
McDonald House. Kelsey, 
and her sister and brother 
came up with the T-shirt 
designs and logos. 

"She picked the colour, 
which was safety green. It 
commands attention, she 
was always really smart," 
said Lana. 

Since then, Team Kelsey 
has raised money for the 
Ronald McDonald House, 
who the Hills say helped 


them tremendously while 
Kelsey was ill. 

There is a children’s play¬ 
room named after her, as 
well as a wheelchair acces¬ 
sible room, which is room 
309. 

Her former classmates at 
Stevensville Public School 
wear the Team Kelsey 
T-shirts all the time. 

“They're very popular 
there, a lot of them wear the 
shirts so often that they’re 
beginning to wear out,” she 


laughed. 

Over the weekend Team 
Kelsey held a bowling fund¬ 
raiser to help with another 
Niagara student who is bat¬ 
tling a brain tumor. 

"She’s a sweet kid, you 
can’t help but to fall in love 
with her,” said Lana of St. 
Catharines student Jordan 

“There’s just something 
about these kids, they’re so 
full of energy and carry 
around such a glow with 


them.” 

When the Ronald 
McDonald House expanded 
their size, Kelsey was asked 
to be the honourary co¬ 
chair of the event, greeting 
everyone at the door. 

“She was a little princess 
that night. Following that 
we had to go back to the 
hospital so she could have 
another radiation treat- 

Kelsey would have cele¬ 
brated her 14th birthday, 


Nov. 17. In her honour they 
held a pasta dinner fund- 

“When we miss Kelsey, 
we’ll do a balloon release 
for her,” said Lana. The bal¬ 
loon release was something 
else that was filmed for 
Steven and Chris. 

The episode will air 
Thursday, March 28.

While Greece is in the 
midst of an economic cri¬ 
sis, former Fort Erie resi¬ 
dent Georgios 

Stroumboulis, who is an 
entrepreneur, launched a 
property portal, 

GreekPropertyExchange. 
com (GPE) that focuses on 
the Greek property market, 
brining together buyers, 
sellers and renters. They 
claim they have created 
the cleanest, easiest and 
most centralized website 
to meet Greek real estate 

From the website 
spawned the idea of a real¬ 
ity TV program, called 
Hellenic Home Hunting, 
which was aimed towards 
foreign investors who were 
looking to buy property in 

Following the success of 
his reality television show 
he was approached by The 
Wall Street Journal and 
was asked if he would be 
interested in doing a story 


for the magazine. 

“They loved the angle of 
the story,’ he said. 

"When they had told me 
that it was going to be on 
the front page of The Wall 
Street Journal, I was sur¬ 
prised. I thought it was the 
front page of the real estate 
section, but it was actually 
the front page,” he said. 

He was at Grand Central 
Station in New York when 
the magazine was 
released. 

“It was a crazy feeling 
walking up to the news¬ 
stand in one of the most 
notable places in New York 
and seeing it there. It was 
really a surreal feeling,” 
said Stroumboulis. 

Coming from a Greek- 
Canadian background, he 
was born and raised in Fort 
Erie, where his parents still 
own a restaurant. 

“My parents are still 
there and Fort Erie is a 
really great community to 
be a part of,” he said. 

Though he currently 
lives in Manhattan, he is 
able to come back to Fort 
Erie and visit every couple 


of months. 

After graduating from 
Lakeshore High School, he 
went on to Brock University 
and received his Bachelors 
of Business Administration 
(marketing honours). He 
also attended the 
University of Ulster in 
Northern Ireland where he 
received certification in 
business operations man¬ 
agement and attended the 
Ecole Superieur de 
Commerce in France 
where he studied European 
markets and economics. 

He was always interested 
in marketing, which led 
him to Hellenic Home 
Hunting. He now has a 
couple more ideas for tele¬ 
vision and is considering a 
second season of Hellenic 
Home Hunting. 

Though the show is 
filmed in Greece, it isn’t 
actually shown there 
because “Greeks in Greece 
don’t care about it." The 
show made its debut early 
February on greek TV net¬ 
work Antenna in North 
America, most of Europe 


and Australia. 

Reactions were mixed 
during filming, onlookers 
on site seemed under¬ 
standing, but a bit guard¬ 
ed. A lot were interested in 


getting their own homes 
featured on the show. 

The 
GreekPropertyExchange. 
com was something he 
created to contribute to 


Greece, even if he was liv¬ 
ing outside of the country. 
He developed an innova¬ 
tive web platform for inter¬ 
ested foreigners.

Niagara Region's public health committee tackling smoking

Niagara Region’s Public 
Health Committee has been 
visiting various council 
meetings around Niagara to 
propose a new smoke-free 
outdoor spaces program. 

There was an unnamed 


Fort Erie resident who was 
quoted in the Niagara 
Region's Public Health 
Committee report as saying 
“I consider it a form of 
assault if someone smokes 
around me.” 

Airborne air pollutants, 
known as particulate matter 
2.5 (PM2.5), which consists 
of thousands of microscopic 
particles that are less than 
2.5 micrometres in width - 
about 30 times narrower 
than a human hair are used 
to measure toxic pollutants 
in the air. 

PM2.5 is a toxic pollutant 
produced by not just ciga¬ 
rettes, but wood-burning 
stoves, diesel engines and 
other forms of combustion. 

To consider cigarette 


smoke an “assault” is exces¬ 
sive. Would you consider 
being assaulted by wood- 
burning stoves and diesel 
engines? Probably not. 

If someone is standing 
down-wind from a smoker, 
yes, the PM2.5 levels are 
higher, however the same 
research found that air qual¬ 
ity improved as they moved 
away from the smoker. 
Basically, the study showed 
what common sense would 
suggest - if you’re within a 
few feet of a smoker, you get 
exposed. If there was just 
one smoker, and you’re six 
feet away there is very little 
toxins in the air. 

While everyone knows 
that second-hand smoke is 
toxic and bad for you, there 


are many other things that 
we breathe that are also bad 
for you. Not to mention the 
fast foods, and mass pro¬ 
duced items that we’re 
ingesting everyday. 

I’m not totally against an 
outdoor smoking ban, to 
some extent. There are obvi¬ 
ous places where smoking 
should not be prohibited, 
like parks where children 
frequent. But to ban smok¬ 
ing from all outdoor spaces 
is excessive and unneces- 

Laws have been put in 
place to remove smoking 
from all indoor areas, cars 
with children under the age 
of 16, school grounds, out¬ 
side arenas, as well as busi- 


While it is important to 
protect the health of the 
general population, unless 
you’re constantly following 
a smoker around downwind 
the brief few seconds you're 
exposed to second hand 
smoke, in comparison to 
everything else, isn’t really 
an “assault” 

Unless cigarettes are ille¬ 
gal, people are going to 
smoke (and probably would 
eveniftheywere). It’simpos- 
sible to ban something from 
all outdoor spaces that 
everyone has the choice to 
do, legally. 

Yes, smoking is terrible 
thing, it’s dangerous, and it 
is bad for those who are 


exposed to it consistently 
and as a society it’s our 
responsibility to ensure that 
children know of these very 
dangerous effects. 

But, cigarette smokers are 
still tax paying residents of 
their communities, who may 
use more healthcare, but 
ultimately pay higher taxes 
on a pack of cigarettes. 

To ban smoking from 
every public space, you’d 
have to include residential 
backyards, porches, drive 
thru’s, stop lights, stop signs, 
parking lots and basically 
anywhere the wind blows.

Renaming schools 
disposes of history

Last week, I saw on 
Facebook that DSBN had 
launched a campaign to re¬ 
name General Vanier School 
in Fort Erie. I read the article 
and went to the DSBN web¬ 
site and understand the ini¬ 
tial motivation. 

The amalgamation of 3 
schools due to declining 
enrollment is an emotional 
one for past and present stu¬ 
dents of the schools to be 
closed; Rose Seaton and Fort 
Erie Elementary. The "con¬ 
test" to rename the school 
where they will all come 
together perhaps has some 
merit in giving die students a 
sense of belonging. 

I submit however that this 
it also sends another mes¬ 
sage. An unfortunate one. 

At one time, Fort Erie had 
schools named for Rose 
Seaton,Wintemute, Douglas, 
and Mather. All individuals 
who were honoured for their

Firstiy, one cannot help 
but look at the photos in the 
various media of workers in 
parkas and toques, holding 
signs and placards and not 
immediately assume they 
are on “strike” Nothing could 
be further from the truth. 

While most are members 
of the Canadian Energy and 
Paperworkers Union, they 
are all now unemployed and 
so a strike is not possible. 
What your photos show is an 
information picket to advise 
the public, advise Canadians 
that Wall Street USA has 
allegedly sneaked into 
Canada and took control of 
the company with no regard 
for ethical business practic¬ 
es, employment responsibil¬ 
ities, regard for Canadian 
courts, Ontario business 
laws or regard for this being 
a sovereign country, not sub¬ 


service/contributions to the 
country or community. 

Other schools in the DSBN 
realm such as Sir Winston 
Churchill, Colonel Butler, 
Laura Secord, E L Crossley, 
Governor Simcoe to name 
but a few, would likely never 
be re-named without com¬ 
munity outcry. 

I researched Major 
General, The Right 
Honourable Georges P. 
Vanier and compiled many 
of the reasons he was chosen 
to honour in re-naming 
Torrance Street school in 
1967. Attached are copies of 
that compilation, an essay 
written by a student at 
Georges Vanier Secondary in 
Toronto, and a copy of the 
original letter from Madame 
Vanier dated January 3,1968 
thanking the Fort Erie Public 
School Board for choosing 
to honour her late husband, 
(a document I would be 
happy to have reframed and 


ject to a bankruptcy judge 
decisions in Delaware or 
New Jersey. 

Vertis is a large USA based 
company with a plant in Fort 
Erie. Vertis and its subsidiar¬ 
ies tiled for bankruptcy in 
the USA for approximately 
35 business units of which 17 
are plants, the plant in Fort 
Erie being excluded from the 
bankruptcy proposal. The 
proposal to the USA bank¬ 
ruptcy court was for a sale to 
Quad Graphics, an even 
larger printing company in 
the USA but Fort Erie was 
excluded in those proposals, 
being the only one in a dif¬ 
ferent country, (and with 
plum contracts, Sears, 
Lowes, Toronto Star etc) 

Once the bankruptcy pro¬ 
posal was agreed to by a USA 
court, Quad and Vertis began 
following their plan except 
allegedly. Quad began con¬ 
trolling actions in the Fort 
Erie, CANADA plant, alleg¬ 
ing they had purchased the 
assets of this plant from 
Vertis, in a completely sepa¬ 
rate deal no one was aware 
of and apparently never 
raised in the bankruptcy 


hung at the rededication of 
General Vanier School.) 

Among other accomplish¬ 
ments General Vanier was 
our Governor General, after 
Vincent Massey and before 
Roland Michener; two other 
individuals for whom build¬ 
ings and awards across 
Canada have been named. 
Georges Vanier perfectly fits 
the criteria the DSBN out¬ 
lines for naming schools. 

It does not appear that any 
other "Vanier" award, build¬ 
ing, school, scholarship 
across Canada is consider¬ 
ing a name change. 

As mentioned above, I 
think the board would be 
sending an unfortunate mes¬ 
sage if the school is re¬ 
named. The message is that 
history and honour expires 
in Fort Erie.

The NPCA 35 
years ago mapped the 
entire peninsular a task 
they are mandated to do, 
by the Ontario 
Government. 

The criteria that was in 
force was based upon a 
model of the Hurricane 
Hazel disaster, where 
people had built homes 
in the Don Valley wet¬ 
lands , a huge loss of life 
and destruction of homes 
and property was caused 
by the famous 1953 hur¬ 
ricane. Queens Park 
MPP,s demanded that a 
set of rules be instituted 
to ensure nothing like 
that would happen again. 
This was the template 
placed upon the entire 
Province, this was found 
to be a draconian 
measure,as our Province 
has low and highlands for 
many landowners this 
was viewed as overkill to 


a perceived problem. 

The NPCA with only 
one set of guidelines to 
enforce, found a three 
mile swath of land from 
Black Creek/ 

Douglastown through 
Stevensville all the way to 
parts of Welland now 
designated floodplain, 
and subject to Hurricane 
Hazel restrictions. This 
put the residents here 
and Welland at odds with 
the NPCA, Black Creek 
had a group headed by 
Stella Ziff called "The 
Flood Plain Fighters" with 
several residents from 
Stevensville also involved, 
I never saw Councillor 
Collard at any of our 
meetings held at the new 
Town Hall at 
Stevensville. 

The Welland group was 
far more vocal in their 
objections to the flood 
plain designation, for 
many of us this fight took 
over our life for the better 
part of a year, I never 
noticed Doug Martin, 
who was on council at the 
time attending any of our 
meetings after consider¬ 
able pressure and legal 
help we managed to get 
the Government at 
Queens Park to come up 
with a new designa¬ 
tion (one in a one hun¬ 


dred year storm) which 
gave the NPCA some lee¬ 
way in predestinating 
what is wetland, it is to be 
noed only one house in 
Douglastown conformed 
to the old Hurricane 
Hazel standard. 

The Towns former 
Mayor Stella Ziff was suc¬ 
cessful in thwarting a golf 
course project next to the 
Niagara Parkway, because 
of springtime runoffs, 
who really cares that a 
golf course has water on 
it in early spring? I feel 
that Jim Thibert and 
Mayor Martin don't 
have a credible case, in 
overturning the new des¬ 
ignation, it would take a 
review by the legislature 
at Queens Park to recon¬ 
sider their appeal's. The 
flood plain designation 
did help our area from 
becoming home to a huge 
chemical dump (OWMC) 
that was slated for 
Stevensville. The Mayor 
want's Netherby Road to 
be thr route for the Mid- 
Pen Highway, I think a far 
better route is Bowen 
Road that would be linked 
up with the Ambassador/ 
Niagara bridge which will 
be built sooner or later.

Ousted employees ofVertis 
Communications took their 
fight for severance packages 
to Niagara Fails MP Rob 
Nicholson’s breakfast table 
Saturday. 

A few dozen ex-employees 
of the Stevensville printing 
plant gathered in front of the 
Cairn Croft hotel on Lundy’s 
Lane, where Nicholson was 
hosting a breakfast fundrais¬ 
er for the Niagara Falls 
Conservative Electoral 
District Association. 

About 100 people lost their 
jobs Jan. 16 when the U.S.- 
owned company abrupdy 
closed. Since then, they have 
been fighting to get $2.7 mil¬ 
lion worth of pension plans, 
benefit packages and sever¬ 
ance packages they say are 
owed, and have set up block¬ 
ades in front of the plant to 
delay machinery from being 
trucked out. 

The employees are repre¬ 
sented by the 
Communications, Energy 
and Paperworks Union of 
Canada. 

Bringing their concerns to 
Niagara’s politicians is 


imperative, said 28-year 
Vertis employee Garry 
Stoughton. 

"I said to (Rob) this morn¬ 
ing, we need support,” said 
Stoughton, whose wife 
Larraine was also let go after 
33 years with Vertis. "If you 
don’t want to do it, and put it 
off to (Niagara Falls MPP) 
Kim Craitor, and he don't 
want to do it - where are 

Vertis Communications 
filed for bankruptcy in the 
U.S., forcing employees to 
wade through international 
red tape to try and get their 
severance packages. If the 
province cannot help them, 
Stoughton wants Nicholson 
to fight on behalf of the 
employees under the federal 
government’s W.E.P.P. (Wage 
Earner Protection Program), 
which compensates eligible 
workers for unpaid sever¬ 
ance and termination pay 
when their employer declares 
bankruptcy or goes into 
receivership. 

The stumbling block is 
that the company didn't 
declare bankruptcy in 
Canada. 

“Rob can go to his caucus 
and say, 'Look, these guys 
are getting screwed both 


ways ... let’s make an excep¬ 
tion so they can get the 
W.E.P.P. program.' He won’t 
do it," said Stoughton. 

Inside the Cairn Croft, 
Nicholson said he plans to 
meet with the Vertis employ¬ 
ees this Friday. 

His suggestion: Get legal 
advice. 

“It’s a difficult situation for 
them and very frustrating, 
I’m sure,” he said. “When it 
comes to severance pays, 
they are governed by provin¬ 
cial employment laws. You 
can’t escape that” 

“One of the things we can 
do is bring publicity to this 
company,” Nicholson added, 
“and make the point of ‘This 
is what has happened to the 
former employees of that 
company.’ This shouldn't be 
kept a secret so people can 
know what we’re dealing 
with.” 

If anything, Stoughton said 
Vertis is a cautionary tale of 
what happens when U.S.- 
based companies close up 
shop in Canada and deny 
workers what's owed. 

"If we don't stop it now, we 
open up the doors for every-

Appealing development decision 


The Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs and 
Housing (MMAH) has 
appealed a decision 
made by the Ontario 
Municipal Board 
(OMB) that ruled in 
favour of allowing 
development on 37 
acres of land in the 
north Bridgeburg area. 

In early February, the 
MMAH attempted to 
overturn zoning and 
official plan amend¬ 
ments, approved at 
both the municipal and 
regional levels of gov¬ 
ernment. 

Through the OMB, it 
was determined that 
the development could 
go ahead, but since that 
verdict has been given, 


the MMAH has filed for 
an appeal and the mat¬ 
ter will head to court. 

When Mayor Doug 
Martin learned about 
the appeal, he sent a 
letter to the MMAH and 
it has been obtained by 
QMI Agency Niagara. 

It is clear that he is 
more than frustrated 
about how the matter 
has been handled at 
the provincial level. 

Martin says he has 
been working with the 
proponent on this proj¬ 
ect for over 10 years 
and has been anxious 
to see its completion. 

“This project is a cru¬ 
cial step in the rejuve¬ 
nation of the historic 
old Town of Fort Erie,” 


wrote Martin. 

The residential devel¬ 
opment project was 
approved unanimously 
by the Town and 
Niagara Region. 

Martin said the 
appeal has and will 
continue to cost the 
municipality, the 
Region, and the devel¬ 
opment’s proponent 
significant financial 
resources. 

“This current appeal 
of the OMB decision 
will again have a signif¬ 
icant financial burden 
on all of us. It is using 
taxpayer dollars to fight 
taxpayer dollars and 
more troubling, a tax¬ 
payer using his own 
money to fight a gov¬ 


ernment, funded by his 
own tax dollars," wrote 
Martin in his letter. 

"If the provincial gov¬ 
ernment has no confi¬ 
dence in the OMB, 
which it has appointed 
to arbitrate decisions as 
an independent arms- 
length body and must 
appeal its decisions, 
then one must question 
the relevancy of the 
OMB." 

The mayor contin¬ 
ued in his letter by 
pointing out some of 
the other woes Fort Erie 
has faced due to pro¬ 
vincial decisions. 

He has requested 
that the MMAH with¬ 
draw its appeal.
